PURPOSE: 

Staff requests authorization of the 2010 Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Action 
Plan funding allocations and the 2010-2014 Consolidated Plan for the City of Aurora. The City 
of Aurora's budget provides for the expected entitlement allocation of $1,232,355 in CDBG 
funds and a reallocation of $442,532 of unused funds from previous years for a total of 
$1,674,887. 

DISCUSSION: 

A summarized list of agencies applying for CDBG is included as Attachment A, B, C. The 
Block Grant Working Committee's funding recommendations are based upon these applications. 
In addition to the funding recommendations, a draft copy of the 2010-2014 Consolidated Plan 
which includes the 2010 Annual Action Plan, will be provided at the Planning and Development 
Committee for distribution. This comprehensive plan describes city-wide housing and 
community development needs while establishing goals to meet these needs.
